The court of Justice H. P. McCar-

James A. Miller figured as defendant 
Mr. and Mrs. John Barnes had each 
flied a suit against Miller, the former 
for assault and the latter on a charge 


ii false and malicious libel in saying 
that Mrs. Barnes was a drunken wo­ 
man, and bad to be wheeled home in 
i wheelbarrow. 
The squire had set 
LKith cases for the same evening, and 
a t night as early as 7 o'clock the 
ou t room was filled with witnesses 
iud interested spectators. 
Attorney G. Y. Travis was there in 
jehalf of the constable, and the first 
matter to be considered was the com- 
plaiut of John Barnes for assault. The 
offense was alleged to have been com­ 
mitted on the afternoon of December 
6, in the office of Justice McLane while 
negotiations were in progress for the 
auding of Barnes to 
court 
on 
a 
charge of disturbing a public meet­ 
ing, which had previously been held 
rn the latter court. 
But one witness was examined for 
he state, and be was Henry Reark, 
who had accompanied Barnes to the 
office of Justice McLane, 
and 
who 
went on the bond of Barnes at 
the 
time. Mr. Reark’s testimony was con­ 
vincing and left no doubt in the minds 
of those present as to his ability to 
illustrate just how it happened. 
The witness testified 
that Barnes 
oad tailed the 
defendant a liar and 
that Miller had sailed around the rail­ 
ing toward Barnes in a menacing man­ 
ner. 
It was all he could do to keep 
the men apart. 
He thought the con- 
"table would have struck the plaintiff 
had he not been there. 
John Barnes testified in his own be­ 
half and told about the same story, 
? ith the exception that Miller, accord- 
ng to the 
testimony, 
had 
“flew” 
around the railing. 
Barnes had not proceeded far when 
h. attorney for defendant objected to 
the court putting testimony into the 
mouth of the witness, as he had asked 
several questions, to which the attor­ 
ney }ia(j objected. 
The prosecution rested 
with this, 
and David Stanley was called for the 
lefeoae. 
The witness had seen the 
"hole thing. Barnes had called Miller 
a liar and the latter walked around 
the railing, shaking his flat at Barnes, 
Ding 
would not take 
that from 
any one, 
Some 
amusement was created by 
the witness' answer to a question as 
to whether Miller flew around the rail* 
n J* Stanley stated that anyone who 
Knew Miller would never say he flew 
anywhere. He didn't see Miller strike 
Barnes; didn’t see 
him 
strike 
at 
Barnes; in fact he didn’t think Miller 
Intended to strike him. 
Justice McLane was the next wit­ 
less, but he was not present and a 


delay was caused 
while 
Constable 
Powell went for him. 
When he came he testified to prac­ 
tically tho same 
as Stanley, except­ 
ing that Barnes 
had 
suggested to 
Reark that he let him at Miller. 
The 
court asked witness if he was not led 
to believe from what transpired that 
a fracas was imminent, to which Tra­ 
vis objected and the court did not in­ 
sist. 
Later a similar question 
was 
put to the witness with a like result, 
but the court ruled that the testimony 
was competent and McLane said in 
his opinion if Miller had had as much 
sand as Barnes the men would have 
come together. 
This ended the testimony and after 
a short argument on the part of At­ 
torney Travis, the justice dismissed 
defendant at the cost of the prosecu­ 
tion. 
The 
second 
case—that 
of 
Mrs. 
Barnes against the constable for false 
and malicious libel—was called imme­ 
diately. 
While the first case was in progress 
the plaintiff concluded that they had 
better have an attorney and Captain 
W. M. Hill, who was present, was re­ 
tained. 
The prosecution had the following 
witnesses sworn: W. B. Hill, 
John 
Wallace, Charles Morgan, 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Newton Bell, Henry Reark and 
John Barnes, and after the costs in 
the latter case had been posted in the 
hands of the squire the case was pro­ 
ceeded with. 
John Wallace had heard Miller say 
that Mrs. Barnes had to be wheeled 
home in a wheelbarrow, and If he re­ 
membered rightly one 
of 
the Vod- 
reys was mentioned as the man who 
had done the wheeling. The conversa­ 
tion had taken place in the office of 
Mr. W. B. Hill, where he is a 
law 
student. 
Walter’s Hill’s testimony was along 
the same line and was the same in 
substance as that given by Wallace. 
With these the prosecution rested 
and the plaintiff’s attorney made 
a 
motion that the 
case be dismissed 
on the grounds that the prosecution 
had not proved what the bill of par­ 
ticulars charged, but the motion was 
overruled and the defense was about 
to proceed 
with 
their 
argument 
when another idea struck him, and 
they rested also. 
It was now* in the hands of the Jus­ 
tice, who promptly bound defendant 
over to court in the 
sum 
of 
$100, 
which was as promptly furnished by 
E. W. Hill, and the case was at an 
end, at least as far as the lower court 
is concerned.

Are Protected by a Recent Ruling of 
the Supreme Court of 
Ohio. 
A statem ent th at is going the rounds 
of the press says: 
“The suprem e court of Ohio has de­ 
cided that a woman by engaging her­ 
self to m arry a man, thereby acquires 
a dower interest in his estate. 
This 
statem ent is not accurate and since 
It m ay deter many eligible young men 
from contracting an honorable 
obli­ 
gation the following correction in the 
interest of all m arriageable maidens 
is m ade by Edward Kibler, 
a 
well 
known and prom inent lawyer of New­ 
a rk , O. 
“ Were this so,” says Mr. Ki­ 
bler, “three results would follow: 
“F irst—A woman would have dower 
in real estate of which her betrothed 
died the owner, although they never 
m arried. 
“ Second—She would 
have dower, 
besides an action for breach of prom­ 
ise, if he afterw ard refused to m arry 
her. 
“ Third— A man engaged to 
m arry 
could not sell his land without obtain­ 
ing the signature of his fiance to 
his 
anti-nuptial deed. 
“ Neither of these propositions 
is 
th e law. 
W hat the suprem e court act­ 
ually decided (W ard vs. Ward, 44 bul­ 
letin, 205) was, that a man cannot com­ 
m it a fraud upon his prospective wife 
by secretly giving away his property 
before 
m arriage for the purpose of 
depriving her when m arried to him of 
h e r dower right. 
T h e exact language of the court s 
holding is as follows: 
11 ‘A conveyance by a man who has 
en tered contract of m arriage, which 
subsequently U k es place, of a portion 
©f bis land to his sons by a former 
m arriage, without consideration other 
th an love and affection and without 
th e knowledge or consent of a con­ 
tem plated wife, is a fraud on her m ar
